Roman Catholic parochial school today, trapping and kill- 

ing children at-their desks or as they filed through cor- 

ridors. Ninety persons, 87 of them children, were killed. 
The Cook County Morgue, a scene of tragedy and pandemonium where 


sobbing parents thronged to identify their children, said it had re- 
ceived the bodies of three-nuns, 53 little girls, 34 boys. ; 


Coroner's office officials sald 
there were no more bodiles in 
Qur Lady of the Angels Schoo! 
or im five curroundlng hospitals. 

At least 96 children were In- 
jured, some critically, in the 
holocaust which = engulfcd the 
two-storey school just a_ half 
hour before 1,700 children 
would have. been dismissed 
from classes. Many of the in- 
jured were = children who 
jumped in flames from Arst- 
floor windows of the building, 
which had only one fire escape. 


Investigatiors 

The Fire Commissioner, 
Robert Quinn, ordered an in- 
vestigation to determine whether 
the. fire, one of Chicago's worst 
in memory, was touched off by 
an arsonist. The FBI said in 
Washington it was working in 
“very close Halson” with the 
Chicago Fire Department. Al-

In most cases of such desert 
encounters, the bedouln smug- 
glers who know every inch of 
the terrain manage lo escape, 
although ot times they have to 
leave behind the goods.
